This city — Nebraska's capital — bears the 


name of a great American. His was not a 
passing fame. Measured in terms of time, 
flight of the years seems only to add to Lin- 
coln's greatness.

From Democrats in Congress who had sup-

Communist sympathizers simply because they 
supported the New Deal or the Fair Deal.

The day never will dawn—or at least we 
trust that it will not—when the millions who 
constitute present-day America agree in all 
particulars upon every question of govern- 
ment concern. If the lowly American cannot 
disagree with the McCarthys and the Jenners 
without being held up to public contempt, 
then we are as a freedom-loving people in in- 
finitely greater danger than we realize.

but Kollis "Speed" Nelson, 


who was caught speculating on 
the commodity market 
while- 


working for the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee, is now a $10- 
800-a-year consultant to Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson. 


The 
secret 
records 
of 
the 


commodity 
market show that 


Nelson was speculating in soy- 
beans in 1950 at exactly the 
same time he was surveying 
world market conditions tor the 
Senate Agriculture Committeo. 
This not only gave him inside 
tips, but put h;rn in a position 
1o influence the futures market 
which is sensitive as a h?ir trig- 
ger to the slightest maneuver of 
congressional committees. 


What is even more surprising, 


however, is Nelson's close as- 
sociation with Ralph Moore, a 
speculator who was both in- 
dicted and suspended from trad- 
ing on the commodity market 
after he delivered phony press 
releases to the Agriculture De- 
partment press room in an abor- 
tive attempt to influence lard 
prices. 
Moore was a speculating part- 


ner of ex-Senator Elmer Thomas, 
Oklahoma Democrat, d u r i n g 
Thomas' heyday on the com- 
modity market. After Thomas 
was 
defeated 
for re-election 


largely because of his commodity 
deals, Moore Jined up deals for 
S e n a t o r Joe McCarthy an.l 
Louie Kunjr, bank-roll man for 
the China Lobby. 


As for Secretary of Agricul- 


ture Benson's new consultant, 
this column can reveal that Nel- 
»on, while still a staff member 
for the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee, lived in the same house 
with Ralph Moore. It is an in- 
teresting coincidence that Moore 
was also speculating heavily in 
soybeans in 1950, along with his 
China lobby iriends. Nelson's 
soybean speculations were at the

Indo-China is being waged on 
two diplomatic fronts in addi- 
tion to the jungles of Laos. 


Front No. I is Berlin where 


John Foster Dulles has had two 
talks 
with

Molotov in an effort to get him 
to call bff the Indo-China rebels. 
All Dulles has got so far is a 
Slavic shoulder bhrug. And un- 
doubtedly that's all he will get; 
for the Kremlin is encouraging 
the 
Indo-China war 
at this 


particular time as pressure on 
the discouraged French to stay 
(.ut 
of the 
United 
European 


Army. If the French stay out, 
they can get peace in Indo- 
China—though how long tht.t 
peace will last is problematical. 


In Berlin also, French Foreign 


Minister Bidault has given Dul- 
les a blunt warning: that the 
French Chamber of Deputies is 
almost sure to vote an end of 
the war within the next three 
months. Dulles has relayed this 
warning to the White House, in 
fact cabled Eisenhower a half- 
dozen times last week urging 
that every aid possrble be rushed 
to Indo-China. 


Front No. 2 is in Washington 


where there's a division of opin- 
ion regarding American aid to 
the French. 


AIR FORCE OPPOSES 


Most \igorous supporter of 


aid to France is dynamic Adm. 
Arthur Radford, chairman of Ihe 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, who has 
leaned toward sending American 
troops; also wants to blockade 
•the China coast; is also the man 
who put through the sending cf 
American mechanics to repair 
American planes. 


General Nathan Twining, chief 


of staff for the Air Force, was 
opposed to sending these me- 
chanics, but was overruled by 
Radford and Eisenhower. 


The group inside the Penta- 


gon which supports Radford has 
worked out a plan to send four 
divisions of U.S". troops to Indo- 
China, 
along 
with 
American 


artillery, tanks and jet fighters. 


But the opposite faction points 


cut that the minute American 
fighting men show up in the

If we can get over the POW 


hurdle and then settle procedure, 
ana mere is an international con- 
ference on Korea, the greatest 
single difficulty in Anglo-Ameri- 
can relations will re-emerge in 
acute form. 


Only a kind of moratorium peri- 


odically reviewed keeps it in 
abeyance. 
1 refer, of course, to 


the question of recogiftzing the 
Chinese government in its capital 
at Peking. The more discussion 
we have on this subject, the bet- 
ter. 


The British government in the 


Labor regime fell over itself in 
its rush to recognize Peking de 
jure, or by right. The manner 
and the precipitancy of the recog- 
nition marred the Labor govern- 
ment's record as much as its tar- 
diness in coming to grips with the 
problem in Iran till that problem 
became a world crisis. 


The surmise is that the Labor 


government 
responded to

pressure from the business in- 
terests in Hongkong, which pros- 
pers on the entrepot trade with 
China, had not much difficulty 
in winning over the British at 
home, for, though the Laborites 
were in power, all Britain (like 
Japan) realizes in its marrow its 
dependence on foreign commerce.

In Britain a myth has flour- 


ished that there is some easy key, 
other than a vast improvement 
in living standards, to a fabu- 
lous market in China. 
It gath- 


ered credence on the basis of a 
famous bon mot uttered by a 
popular Chinese diplomat called 
Wu Ting-fang.

the British could persuade the

Washington newspaper men on 
the potential bonanza possible in 
selling microscopes to the Chi- 
nese. 


The British got their just de- 


serts for their foolishness over 
the recognition business. Peking, 
hardly established in office and 
in the first flush "of the Commu- 
nist victory, refused to exchange 
credentials. 
It was an ignom- 


inious rebuff, and nobody was 
more pleased than the British in 
Singapore. Singapore is said to 
have fought Hong Kong when rec- 
ognition was initially canvassed 
in Whitehall. 


The interests there were think- 


ing of the official foothold that 
recognition would give the Pe- 
king government m Singapore 
and throughout Malaya. The in- 
roads of Communism in Malayan 
territory were more important 
to British interests there than any 
trade that might be picked up. 


The American attitude toward 


the recognition problem prior to 
Chinese intervention in Korea did 
not comport with common sense, 
let alone with statesmanship. Its 
manifestations 
have 
no doubt 


made Jefferson turn over in his 
grave. 
In his day recognition 


was based on the accomplished 
fact of government change. 


Sometimes, indeed, an Ameri- 


can ambassador went ahead with 
dealings with a new regime with- 
out writing for instructions from 
Washington. We went moralistic 
in this matter under Woodrow 


Wilson, just as the European pow- 
ers developed a mora'.ism under 
the Holy Alliance. 


<r 
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The subject is so charged with 


emotion—and understandably, in 
view of the casualties in Korea- 
thai rational discussion by our 
public men is indulged in only 111 
private. 


But one of these days we shall 


have to grapple with it. There 
can be no doubt that one of the 
preconditions of living in the same 
world with the new China will be 
ic-cognition de jure. 


Too much time has elapsed 


since the overthrow of Chiang 
Kai-shek* to argue that the Pe- 
king regime Mn some form de- 
riving from the revolution led bv 
Mao Tze-tung) is not consolidated 
enough. 


Political wisdom dictates that 


as a starter in policy-making we 
should do what the British should 
have done in the first place, and 
what, according to Lord Salisbury 
the other day, a Conservative gov- 
ernment would have done—that 
is, recognize Peking de facto and 
Chiang Kai-shek de facto in For- 
mosa. 
(Incidentally, the British 


in Singapore knew that de facto 
recognition would not involve con- 
sular representation.) 


At present we have no policy, 


and a negation is unbecoming to 
an Atlas of a world power. That 
is one thing that must worry 
the British. We shall return our 
relations with the British to the 
same track if we come to terms 
with realities in China. 


In return for recognition, we 


should suggest to the Peking Chi- 
nese what the Germans would 
call a stand-still agreement about 
the Far East area as the breath- 
ing space for settlement of the 
many outstanding and compli- 
cated issues between us.

New Traffic-Flow Plan Is Approved

Changes to improve the flow 


of traffic in four areas and make 
them safer have been approved 
by the City Council. 


The changes call for more and 


bigger stop signs at 27th and Van 
Dorn, parallel parking on O from 
17th to 27th. removal of park- 
ing at all times on both sides 
of 10th from J to South and re- 
moval 
of parking at all times 


from both sides of 17th from N 
to Washington. 


To clear up the high accident 


rate at the corner of 27th and 
Van Dorn, the Council approved 
the plan of Capt Willis Man- 
chester of the Police Department 
to install oversized reflector type 
stop signs for traffic approach- 
ing Van Dorn from both direc- 
tions on 27th. Also, warnings of 
the stop ahead will be placed 
back from Van Dorn on 27th in 
the middle of each block. 


To 
further 
emphasize 
the 


rules, a heavy line with the 
word stop will be painted across 
the 27th Street crosswalk at 
Van Dorn. 


Telephone. Poles 


Capt. Manchester also told the 


Council that there are telephone 
poles along 27th which obstruct 
the line of view for approaching 
motorists. If possible, he said, 
the poles will be moved. 


It was emphasized by Man- 


chester and Councilman Pat Ash 
that the changes at the inter- 
section were not something that 
were merely overlooked until a 
bad accident occurred there. 


The traffic count at that point, 


said 
Manchester, 
has 
never 


shown a need for anything othei' 
than- has been in use there for 
some time. The accident reports 
on mishaps at that corner, said 
Manchester, show motorists on 
27th have just been violating the 
stop sign there. 


The last accident at 27th and 


Van Dorn cost one of the victims 
the toss of both legs. 


To justify the change from 


angle to parallel parking on O, 
17th to 27th, Manchester pointed 
to the high rate of accidents in 
that area and traffic jams during 
peak hours of travel. A great

Ru'ler (R-Neb) applauded the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee Monday for approving legis- 
lation which would permit farm- 
el s to deduct the cost of soil and 
water conservation expenditures 
in making out fcdenl income tax 
returns. 


The legislation long has been 


advocated by 
Butler and

Eisenhower. 


"I am very pleased 
at

prompt action 
by

committee in approving my pro- 
posal," Butler said. "Tentative 
provisions limit the deductible 
expenditures to 25 per cent of 
the gross income from farming 
during any particular year. How- 
ever, in any year in which the 
actual expenditures for this pur- 
pose run over 25 per cent, the 
excess may be earned over to 
the folio wing year. 


Pointing out that since it is a 


revenue bill it has to originate 
in the House, Butler said if the 
House passe-- the measure it will 
next come before the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee of which But- 
ler is a member.
